INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTiOE 19 



The applicant has, after having received the international search report, one opportundy to amertd the claims of ttis 
international application. It should however be emphastiad that, smoe aQ parts of the international application (eUdms, 
description and drawings) may be amended during the international preliminary examination procedure, there is usually 
no need to file amendmentsof the daims under Article 19 esnept where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be pulsGshed 
forttie purposes of provisional protection or has another reason for amencfing the cUdms before intomational pt n il i caBon. 
Furthermore, it should be emphastzed that provisional protection is available in some States only. 



What parts of the Intemattonal application may be amended? 

Under Article 19, only the claims may lie amended. 

During the intemational phase, ttie datms may also to amended (or further amended) under Article 34 before 
the International Preliminary Examining Authority.

Where not to file the amendments? 

The amendments may only be filed with tlie Internationa) Bureau and not wHh tlie receiving Office or the 
Intemational Searclung Authority (Rule 46.2).

How? Either tyy cancelling one or more entire daims, t>yadcfing one or more new claims or tiy amending the text of 

one or more of the dams as filed. 

A replacement sheet must be submitted for each sheet of the daims which, on aecount of an amendment or 
amendments, diffors from the sheet originally filed. 

All the daims appearing on a replacement sheet must be numfcierBd in Arabic numerals. Where a daim is 
cancelled, no renumtsering of the other claims is required. In all cases where daims are renumtwred, they must 
be renumtsered consecutively (AcMnistralive Instructions, Section 205(b)). 

The amendments must be made in the language in which the international appHcaUon Is to bo published.

The letter will not be putalished with the intemational application and the amended daims. It should not be 
confused with the "Statement under Aitide 1 9(1)" (see below, under "Statement under ArtiOle 19(1)"). 

The letter must be In English or French, at ttie choice of the appUcant However, If the language of ttte 
toitemationd appllcaUon Is English, ttie letter must be In EngUsh; If the langttage of the Intemational appDcatlon 
is Froneli, tlie latter must tie In French.

It must be filed on a separate she^ and must be identified as such by a heading, 
preferat)ly tiy using the words "Statement under Article 19(1).* 

It may not contain any disparaging comments on the international search report or the relevance of cttatiorn^ 
contained in that report. Reference to citations, relevant to a given darni, contained in the intemalional seatch 
report may tie made only in oormeetion with an amendment of that claim.

If, at the time of filing any amendments under Article 1 9, a demand for international prdiminaiy examination 
has already t>een submitted, the applicant must preferably, at the same tone of filing the amendment with the 
International Bureau, also file a copy of such amendments with the International Prefiminary Examining 
Authority (see Rule 62^(a), first sentence).
